A nominal 
charge of $1.00 was assessed and the school was 
divided into three sessions, beginning at 7:30 in 
the evening and concluding two hours and fifteen 
minutes later, 

As the hour for the first class approached, the 
school authorities saw their worst fears realized. 
Only a few stragglers had put im their presence.

Days of labor and preparation, they feared, had 
been in vain. 

But in a moment, the lobby of the auditorium 
was filled. Classrooms in Hebrew began to call 
for more chairs, Larger rooms were sought, 

And many were turned away. 

During the lecture period, forty-five minutes 
later, even the very last row in the large auditort- 
um was full.

in which all right-minded people 
are interested.

“may” be German ask the sales. 
person where it is made, Articles 
made in Germany should be con 
spicuously marked “Made in Ger 
many,” although the Nazis resort 
to all kinds of tricks and subter-. 
fuges to hide or evade such plain 
marking. 

5. Make it your duty to regular. 
ly investigate stores whether you 
intend to buy or not. If yow find 
German goods, register a dignified 
but effective protest, preferably to 
the manager Then report the vio. 
lator to your local committee or 
to the Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi 
League, It is always best to buy 
a sample of the German article, 
and keep the sales receipt as evi 
dence. 

6. Keep yourself posted on the 
Boycott, The Non-Sectarian Antti 
Nazi League publishes a monthly 
“Economic Bulletin,” for which you 
can subscribe for the small sum of 
$1.00, Have your friends also sub 
scribe. Reading this Bulletin will 
familiarize you with what Nazis 
are doing to civilization, It will 
convince you of the urgent neces- 
sity of not only practicing, but in- 
tensifying the Boycott, And when 
you are convinced you can and will 
convince others. 

7. Talk up the Anti-Nazi Boycott 
at every opportunity. Speak to 
your friends privately, Mention it 
to the members of your family.

“Meanwhile there) cam be no talk 
at all of Jewish immigration from 
Poland and other countries into 
Biro-Bidjan, Due to the complicat- 
ed international situation in Eu- 
rope, and to other causes, the Sov- 
iet Government is resolved not to 
admit any foreign Jews into Biro- 
Bidjan. As for the Russian Jews 
who settle in, Biro-Bidjan, no mon- 
ey need be collected for them in 
America, The Soviet Government 
is financing the project, and no 
funds from foreign countries are 
required.” > 

Jews Leave Biro-Bidjan 

Even mcre eignificant wag the 
) recent complaint of Comfsar Molo- 
} tov that more) Jews had left Biro. 
Bidjan since 1933 than had come 
y to it, 

How, then, shall we record the 
Biro-Bidjan project? In my opinion 
there should be no opposition to 
it on ideological grounds. However 
much we deplore the Soviet’s at- 
tack on religion, it represents by 
this time an irrevocable fact. And 
if the Jews of Russia wish to col- 
onize new land rather than remain 
in the cities; if they wish to pre- 
serve a modicum of their Jewish- 
ness through the establishment of 
a sort of Jewish national life with- 
in the Soviet Union, there is no 
good reason for disapproval. 

Furthermore, if non-Russian 
Jews with Communist sympathies 
desire to settle in’ Biro-Bidjan 
rather than remain where they are 
or migrate to Palestine that is 
their rightful privilege. 

The real objections to Biro- 
Bidjan are practical, not moral. As 
I sat in the home of Dr, Rosen in 
Moscow in) the summer of 1928 
when this project was beginning, 
he reminded me that I was then 
hearer to Rochester than I was to 
Biro-Bidjan. He said that it took 








twenty-one days by train, to travel 
from Moscow to the new settle- 
ment, Neither he nor I could un- 
derstand, in the light of our knowl- 
edge of Jewish psychology, why 
Jews should wish to travel so far 
from the centers of Jewish life in 
Russia, There was no persecution 
or discrimination against the Jews 
in the cities to force them to leave; 
the young generation seemed per-

easily be adjusted to thei rigors of 
the Soviet agricultural program.

'Old Testament Is 


Upheld By Pastor

S a Christian minister, I want 
to point out the way in which 
Christians make references, unin- 


tentionally, to the superiority of the 
| New Testament over the Old. 


People fall into the common er- 
ror of believing that the Old Testa- 
ment represents a religion of stern 
and unrelenting justice based upon 
literal interpretations of law while 
the New Testament exemplifies a 
religion of love and mercy. 

It is a common Christian failing 
and is based upon the general heri- 
tage given to all Christians that 
such must be the case because 
Christianity arose out of the his- 
torical events of the New Testa- 
ment, and the remembrance that 
Jesus of Nazareth emphasized the 
necessity of mercy as well as jus- 
tice. 

It is not good for the Christian 
to continue to believe such a prem- 
ise. It is true that Jesus gave 
great emphasis to an appreciation 
of love and understanding and 
mercy, but it must be remembered 
that every quotation He used He 
took from the Old Testament, He 
said we should love our neighbors 
as ourselves, and He quoted that 
from Leviticus; that God desires 
merey and not sacrifice—a quota. 
tion from Hosea; and when He 
wanted to describe His whole mis- 
sion and purpose in life Hie quoted 
from Isaiah in that famous pas- 
sage beginning, “The Spirit of the 
Lord is upon me... .” 

It is just as important to remem- 
ber the spiritua] content of the Old 
Testament. In no other literature 
do we find a more moving expres- 
sion of a father’s love than in the 
words of King David over the 
death of his) son who had rebelled 
against him—“O Absalom, my son, 
would to God I had died for thee!” 

There is presentation of the love 
of men for each other who were 
destined to be enemies as in the 
friendship of David and Jonathan. 
There is no story in all the world 
which better expresses the warmth 
and tenderness of family loyalty 
than that in, the Old Testament 
story of Ruth and Naomi as, from 
the Jewish heritage of family de. 


fectly contented with their lot un-! yotion, Ruth says to her mother-in- 


der the Soviet regime, 
A Colossal Failure 

Subsequent events have proved 
that Dr. Rosen was right, In spite 
of the fact that the Soviet Govern- 
Ment encouraged the project and 
provided free land as well as other 
assistance to the settlers, it has at.

and has actually lost more through 
emigration recently than it has ac- 
quired through immigration. Up to 








the present moment it cannot be 
considered other than a colossal, if

Whether it will ever absorb a 
substantia] number of non-Russian. 
Jews is very much a question. 
Thus far the Soviet Government 
has not encouraged this type of 
imimgration, German and Polish 
Jews are essentially bourgeois in 


law, “Withersoever thou goest, I 
will go.” 

It is well to remember also that 
while the Hebrew prophets were 
concerned with justice, they were 
concerned also with mercy. It is 
Isaiah who wrote, “Come now and 
let us reason together, saith the 
Lord; for tho your sins be as scar. 
let, they shall be white as snow.” 

Micah asked, “What doth the 
Lord require of thee but to love 
mercy ... ?” There is no more 
beautiful expression of the redeem- 
ing love of God than that which is 
found in the allegory of Hosea 
when he closes the appeal of God 
to sinful Israel, saying, “I will love 
them freely, for mine anger is 
turned alway.”

JEWS OF CANADA 

The Dominion Bureau of Statis. 
tics recently announced that 39.51 
per cent of all Jews in Canada are 
gainfully employed while 39.25 per 
cent of all persons of “British” 
racial extraction are thus em. 
ployed, but 47.55 per cent of all 
Jews ten years of age and over are 
employed, while 47.85 per cent of 
all persons of British extraction 
ten years of age and over are em- 
ployed. 

It is estimated that the Jews 
have somewhat fewer children un- 
der ten years of age to their gener- 
al population than the British 
group. Proportionately more Jew- 
ish women over ten years of age 
are gainfully occupied than the 
women of any other recial group 
in the list, although a similar ten- 
dency is not found among Jewish 
meni, : 

Among the particular types of 
work in Canada there are 9,313 
Jews among the 94,162 owners, 
managers or dealers in retail 
stores; 155 Jews among the 4,007 
dentists; 469 Jews among the 
17,049 insurance agents; 226 Jews 
among the 5,518 real estate 
agents and dealers; 349 Jews 
among the 8,004 lawyers; 331 Jews 
among 9,817 physicians and sur 
geons. 

Among the 1,016 theatre owners 
and managers there are 119 Jews; 
and there are 280 rabbis of one 
kind or another among the 12,662 
clergymen and priests in the Do 
minion, 

The Jewish population is largely 
concentrated in three cities—Mon- 
treal, Toronto and Winnipeg. Offi- 
cials asserted that the Jewish 
group in Canada is comparatively 
recently arrived, and that the fig- 
ures may change with the length 
of their residence,

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Ford Disavows 
Books; To Fight 
Use Of His Name 


NEW YORK (Spl.) — Henry 
Ford, in a letter signed by his gen- 
era] secretary, E. G. Liebold, and 
addressed to Samuel Untermyer, 


president of the Non-Sectarian 
Anti-Nazi League, hasi disclaimed 
any connection wtih the antti- 
Semitic book, “The Intesnational 
Jew,” widely circulated bere and 
abroad with Mr. Ford’s name 
prominently displayed as author. 

Mr. Ford stated that “he can. 
not be credited with its authorship 
without misrepresentation of the 
facts” and that “accordingly steps 
will be taken to prevent the con- 
tinued misuse of his name in this 
manner.” 

The book, copies of which were 
uncovered during a private investi- 
gation of the League into the ex- 
tent of Nazi propaganda in this 
country, has been reprinted in edi- 
tions as recent as 1936 and purports 
to contain material collected and 
published py Mr. Ford’s' Dearborn 
Independent. 

Mr. Ford’s letter came as an an- 
swer to a telegram from Mr, Un- 
termyer in which he was urged to 
“cooperate in preventing the sale 
and publication anywhere in the 
world of the book ‘The Interna- 
tional Jew.” 

Believed Ford Blameless 

Mr, Untermyer also stated in the 
same telegram that he did not be- 
lieve the publication and distribu- 
tion of the {book occurred with 
Ford’s knowledge and demanded 
“an unqualified disavowal of any 
knowledge or authority” on Ford’s 


part in connection with the book’s | 


sale. , 


At the same time it was brought | 


to Mr. Ford’s attention that the 


Anti-Nazi League had been receiv: | 
ing reports that Mr. W. J. Cam-| 
eron, vice president of the Ford | 


Motor Company in charge of pub- 
licity has been associated with the 
Anglo-Saxon Federation, an alleged 
anti-Semitic organization, and that 
Mr. Ford has had in his employ 
Fritz Kuhn, “a chemist supposed 
to be and reputed to be a leader in 
German-American organizations 
here spreading subversive propa- 
ganda and affiliated with the 
Deutsches-Weckruf and Beobach- 
ter, the official organ of the Nazis 
in this country.” 
Letter Given 

Mr. Ford’s letter, which was 
signed by his secretary, E, G. Lie- 
bold, states: 

“Dear Mr. Untermyer: 

“Referring to your telegrams 
of December 16th and 21st to Mr. 
Henry Ford and acknowledged 
by letter on the 22nd instant. 

“The book, “Der Internationale 
Jude” has been received and the 
writer has been instructed to in- 
form you that it erroneously re- 
fers to Mr. Ford as its author. 

“Tt am further directed to ad- 
vise that this publication con- 
tains material which was neither 
collected, compiled nor ever pub- 
lished by Mr. Ford and conse- 
quently he cannot be credited 
with its authorship without mis- 
representation of the facts. 

“Accordingly steps will be tak- 
en to prevent the continued mis- 
use of Mr. Ford’s name in this 
manner, 

“We also note your reference 
to certain persons employed by 
the Ford Motor Company and be- 
ing engaged in various activities 
you mention as being Antt 
Jewish. 

“In this connection the writer 
desires to state that inasmuch as

Delegates Had 
Trouble Getting 
to Meet In 1896 


NEW ORLEANS, (Spl.)—Quite 
a different picture and quite q dif- 
ferent set of problems were pre 
sented almost a half-century ago 
when the. Union whose sessions 
open Friday last met in New Or- 
The Thirty-fifth Council of 
the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations is the reform or- 
ganization’s second visit to the 
South’s largest city. 

Forty-one years ago the Union 
met in the Mardi Gras city for its 
Fourteenth Council. At this 1894 
meeting many of the founders of 
liberal Judaism in America were 
present, Isaac Mayer Wise, found- 
er of American Reform Judaism, ! 
was an outstanding participant, as 
was Julius Freiberg, the president 
of the Union, 

The paramount issue at the 
Fourteenth Council was the threat- 
ened proposal to amend the Con- 
stitution of the United States ‘“‘so 
as to make this a Christian na- 
tion.” Another problem at the time 
was Russia’s attitude in ignoring 
the passports of American Jews, 
Dr. Joseph Krauskopf brought 
back a report on his “mission of 
mercy” to the oppressed Jews of} 
Russia and Leo N. Levi called 
upon the rabbinate of America to 
formulate a Jewish creed. This 
last proposal was the subject of 
heated debate for a number of 
years, The victory went to the 
opposition and the “creed” was 
never formulated. 

Neither stream-lined trains nor 
planes were at the service of thiose 
who undertook the then arduous 
journey to the mouth of the Father 
of Waters. Most of the respected 
leaders of that day are gone and 
many of the young people who sat 
in the background at the 1894 gath- 
ering have now taken over the 
reins of leadership.

The Jewish calendar is based on 
lunar reckoning, The circling of, 
the moon around the earth consti-| 
tutes a month. Twelve lunar) 
months constitute a year, The cir.) 
cling of the moon around the earth | 
takes 29 days, 12 hours, 44 minutes; 
and 3 seconds. In order to use 
round figures five months were ar- 
ranged with 30 days amd five 
months with 29 days. The twelve 
months total 354 days, 8 hours, 48 
minutes and 36 seconds, against 
365 days, 6 hours and 48 seconds 
of the solar year (according to the 
Jewish sages). Thus the lunar year 
is shorter by about 10 days, 21 
hours and 12 seconds, 

However, in order to prevent a 
shifting of the festivals as a result 
of the lunar calendar (the Bible, 
for instance, distinctly orders that | 
Passover be celebrated in the 
spring and Sueccoth be observed af-; 
ter the harvest in the fall season) | 
an adjustment was devised be- | 
tween the lunar and the solar, 
years by the adding every two or | 
three years of the leap month Adar'| 
Sheni. These extra 29 days added} 
to the regular 354 days make the | 
leap year 383 days and provide for, 
the accumulated shortage of ap-| 
proximately 11 days a year. |

Half of Hebrew U. Studeniall
